DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record to the applicant's invention is the Anne and Paul references found in 
the Final Rejection filed 6/12/08. Anne discloses detecting oxidants in sample using 
chromogenic compounds but not the use of iron. The Paul reference-an article 
published by the applicant and another-disclosed motivation to incorporate ferrous ions 
into the invention of Anne. However, after the filing of the 37 CFR 1 .1 32 declaration, the 
Paul reference no longer is available as prior art. Related prior art cited (the Heras and 
Block references) disclose only the reduction of ferric ions and does not teach, or fairly 
suggest adding ferrous ions and a chromogen to a solution to determine oxidants in the 
solution.
